POETAZ  ADMIRATION 

In  "Horticulture”  of  Aug.  1  5.  1928,  Mrs. 
Ethel  Anson  S.  Peckham  records  her  impres¬ 
sion  as  follows: 

A  Very  Fragrant  Daffodil 

“Narcissus  Poetaz  Admiration  is  well-named  for  it 
certainly  commands  one’s  admiration.  This  beautiful 
cluster-flowered  daffodil  is  especially  lovely  in  full 
sunlight,  as  it  has  a  transparent  character,  but  the 
flowers  viewed  in  shade  do  not  look  poor  or  papery. 
The  perianth,  which  is  a  sulphur  yellow,  seems  rather 
to  be  of  the  quality  of  the  soft,  taffeta  silk  which,  in 
the  old  days,  was  known  as  “sarsenet,”  and  the  petals 
are  slightly  ridged  lengthwise.  The  corona  is  of  rich 
orange  scarlet  and  there  are  usually  about  six  flowers 
to  a  stalk.  The  stems  are  sturdy  but  not  so  wide 
and  coarse  as  is  the  case  with  so  many  varieties  in 
this  group.  The  flowers  are  of  good  size  for  a  poetaz 
variety,  being  about  an  inch  and  a  quarter  in 
diameter  and  are  nicely  placed  on  the  stem,  not 
crowded  too  closely  together. 

Admiration  has  a  delicious  jonquil  perfume  and 
good  lasting  qualities  in  water.  It  has  grown  fairly 
well  with  me  but  some  people  claim  it  has  not  a 
robust  constitution  in  this  country.  However,  it  is 
considered  one  of  the  leading  varieties  with  a  future 
as  a  market  flower  abroad.  This  variety  was  raised 
by  Van  Waveren  and  received  an  award  of  merit  at 
the  Royal  Horticultural  Society  Show  in  1914.”

foreword 

Nov.  15,  1929. 

HE  sentiments  expressed  in  the 
adjoining  column  animate  us 
to-day.  We  continued  to  improve 
the  list  of  varieties,  we  learned  a 
few  new  wrinkles.  There  were 
trials  and  triumphs  during  the  past  year, 
but  we  enjoyed  our  work  and  we  feel  that 
we  are  progressing  steadily  towards  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  better  stocks.  A  60,000  cubic 
feet  cold  storage  warehouse  was  added  to 
our  plant,  we  hope  to  double  that  space  the 
coming  year. 

The  demand  for  trumpet  Narcissus  is  too 
heavy  for  our  stocks  and  most  likely  for  the 
stocks  of  others.  An  early  exhaustion  of 
American  stocks  is  in  sight.  The  various 
surplus  lists  of  this  past  fall  carried  prac¬ 
tically  no  trumpets,  many  reports  reached 
us  from  all  sections  that  orders  for  trumpet 
varieties  had  to  be  cut  down  at  time  of  de¬ 
livery.  If  the  seedsmen  would  take  the 
emphasis  off  these  kinds  and  feature  the 
medium  crowns  and  short  cups,  it  would 
mean  better  business  for  all  concerned. 

We  are  thankful  for  the  increased  busi¬ 
ness  of  1929.  We  stand  ready  and  aim  to 
fill  more  orders  in  1930.  Over  180  acres 
of  splendid  stocks  are  at  your  service.

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ANEMONES  AND  RANUNCULUS 


These  bulbs  have  probably  caused  more  disappoint¬ 
ment  and  failures  the  last  few  years  than  any  other 
bulbous  item.  This  is  chiefly  due  to  the  fact  that  so 
many  unwarranted  statements  have  been  sent  out  about 
the  ease  with  which  one  could  make  lots  of  money 
growing  Anemones  and  Ranunculus.  It  is  true  that  a 
few  alert,  observing  growers  did  make  a  success  of  it, 
being  properly  rewarded  for  their  skill,  but  as  to  the 
“ease”  with  which  they  made  these  profits,  that  is  over 
stating  the  truth. 

We  do  not  know  how  the  successful  growers  obtain 
their  results.  Most  likely  each  knows  his  own  pet 
wrinkle  to  this  game.  If  you  are  interested  in  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  these  flowers,  we  would  advise  to  start  with 
one  or  two  thousand  bulbs  of  each  and  plant  them  6 
inches  apart  in  a  cold  frame  in  October.  Cover  them 
with  about  2  inches  of  soil  and  water  sparingly  for  the 
corrns  rot  easily  if  too  wet.  With  a  little  ordinary  care 
you  should  pick  enough  flowers  from  this  planting  to 
more  than  pay  for  the  bulbs  and  you  would  get  a  line 
on  their  behavior.  Some  bulbs  may  be  put  in  large 
pots  (they  make  big  plants)  at  the  same  time,  plunged 
in  the  cold  frame  and  brought  into  a  cool  greenhouse  in 
November  or  December,  depending  on  the  top  growth 
they  have  made  and  on  the  weather.  They  are  quite 
hardy,  a  few  degrees  of  frost  does  not  seem  to  harm 
them. 

We  are  quite  sure  that  whoever  attempts  to  grow  these 
bulbs,  will,  with  a  little  persistent  study  and  close  atten¬ 
tion,  make  out  very  well.  The  flowers  never  really  seem 
to  be  in  oversupply  and  bring  very  fine  prices,  as  a  rule. 

These  bulbs  may  be  planted  outdoors  from  October 
to  April  in  well  drained  soil.  Avoid  planting  in  rainy 
weather  or  when  the  soil  is  too  wet.  A  winter  mulch 
is  necessary  the  first  year  if  planted  in  the  fall.  There 
is  some  evidence  that  the  North  side  of  a  wall  or  fence 
is  a  better  place  to  plant  them  than  along  the  South 
side,  at  least  here  in  Connecticut.
